If fair, the contrary; Which obſervation (faith he) although 
it doth not alwayes hold, yet doth it ſeldome altogether fail. 

The (ame authour alſo ſaith, that the ſecond of Fuly (when 
the firſt ſtar in the girdle of 0107 tiſeth with the Sun in the 
19 degree of Cancer) is likewiſe a Critical day; inſomuch that 
if it rain on the firſt (or ſecond rather) of Zuly, it oftentimes 
doth (more or leſs) for four weeks together. 

The ſame aut hour ſaith again, that if the 24 of Auguſ be 
fair and clear, then do the husbandmen hope for a good and 
proſperous Autumn to ſucceed that year. 

he firſt of September is alſo ſaid to be Critical to the 
Huntſmen in their obſ&fFarion : for firſt ( but the rule doth 
notalwayes hold ) if it rain not on this day, the reſt of Au- 
tumn is like to be dry. Secondly,ifthe Bucks & Docs be hard- 
ly brought to copulation, then ſhall be a backward winter: 
and (o on the contrary: Ptolomy (to whom Stadius afſenteth) 
ſaith, that as the (wallows begin not at all to appear before the 
tenth day ot March, ſo after the twelfth of September, they be 
ſeen that year no more, 

It is common among the countrey people, to judge of the 
following winter by rhe quarter wherein the wind ſhall be on 
the firſt of November : But that which is more obſervable is 
the ſecond of November, which tothe Arabian Aſtrologers 
was a Critical day, from whence they could know ſome- 
thing in general concerning the diſpoſition of the air in rain, 
thunder and lightning. For if Fupiter, Fenus, and Mercurie 
were then Occidental, or tetrogtade, they judged much rain to 
be in that year, They alle had an eye to $4tu/# —

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whether of them were the ſtronger, as alſo what ſocletie they 
had with the other Planets, chiefly with Mercur that ſo they 
might judge the better concerning the following changes of 
the aire. 

On the tenth of November (being the eve of S. Matis) 
the Germans uſe to feaſt themlelyes with geeſe; and #s Olaw 
gt es reporteth,the Northern people uſe by the breaſt-bone 
thereof to . of the following winter, For if the 
breaſt-bene of the gooſe be fair and clear when the fleſh is 
eaten oft, the winter is like to be cold and rigid, full of hard 
froſts. But it ir be thick and dark, then is the winter like to be 
full of ſnow, rain and ſleet, and yet warm enough. But that 
this ſhould be a token of ſuch a prognoſtick , Origen 
doubre:h. 

Some take a further knowledge of the ſtate or qualitie of 
the year, after this manner, Firft ( (ay they) in the end of 
Harveſt cat open two or three oak-apples , looking whe- 
ther there be in them either flies, worms, or ſpiders; and 
if in the oak. apple be found worms or magots, then they 
fgnifie dearth and ſcarcity that year, Or if in the oak- 
apple cut open be found like to flies, it is a ſigne of ſome 
battel ro enlue that year, Or if in the oak-apple be found 
like to ſpiders, then do they fore-ſhew plague or peſtilence 
to follow that year. From which, and the like calamities, 
Coo Lord deliver us. 

Some perhaps may think this to be but s ſuperſtitious ob- 
ſervation, bur they are fimple and fooliſh not to know that 
this proceedeth from the conſtitution of the aire; which 
{ whether wholeſome or unwholſome ] appeareth more ſub- 
tii'y in ſuch things as theſe , then to the ſenſe of man it 
ei: her doth or can. And if the aire be corrupted , purrefq- 
ction abounds, things growing are blaſted , the humours 
mitered, bloud —_— and diſeaſes equivalent produced, 
as allo the minde of man inclined to ſuch and ſuch actions 
ts 2gree chetcunto.
